He said it was chiefly due to the deprecia- 
tion in the price of standard works 
such as those of Dickens, Thackeray, and 
George Eliot. During the last year there 
had been a tremendous cut in that 
class of goods ewmg to competition 
in the east. Booxs which he last year 
sold for 271 cents he had been selling 
this yedr for 12 cents. The firm, 
he said, was a pioneer in the west, and it had 
to make a field for itself. This it had suc- 
ceeded in doing, and the firm was making 
money until 1886, when it was given its first 
setback by the fire. Since that year there 
had been other heavy losses. 

Mr. Belford did not know what the out- 
come would be, but he hoped that the re- 
ceiver would be able to effect a settlement so 
that the rm could resume business.

A RAILWAY COLLISION AT FLAGG. 


One Man Killed and Several Injured—En- 
gines and Cara Wrecked. 

A collision that narrowly missed betng at- 
tended with a serious loss of life took place 
about 1 o’clock yesterday morning on the 
Chicago & Northwestern railroad at Flagge, a 
station on the Galena division fifty miles out. 
The Omaha express train had sidetracked to 
allow a stock train to pass and a sleepy 
awitchtender failed to set the switch proper- 


ly. The stock train, coming east at about a | 


twenty mile rate, ran into the passenger 
train, wrecking both engines and injuring 
several passengers and trainmen. 

Charles Priester, engineer of the stock- 
train, had a finger cut off; John Lambert, a 
‘brakeman on the passenger, leg cut; Will 
iam Burgess, passenger, face bruised; F. 
Metler, passenger, two scalp wounds; Oliver 
Williams, passenger, feet and back hurt. 
Brakeman W. A. Houta and Samuel Howe 
were also bruised about the back and head. 
Engineer Fisher of the passenger train saw 
the coming coilisicn and jumped in time to 
save his life.

It may be said of the uptown alleys, the 
wretchedness of which was pictured in Sun- 
day’s TRIBUNE, that they are mainly used by 
horses and Democrats, and therefore do not 
affect the wellbeing of the city to any alarm- 
ing degree. No such defense can hold for 
the condition of the downtown alleys. 
They are traversed day and night by 
thousands of citizens. When the 
streeta are blocked with interlocking 
wheels, piles of mortar, and other 
building materials, the alleys are the only 
roads which a hurried man can use to gain 
time, and the stream of people passing 
through some of them is never-ceasing. They 
are highways as much as Madison street. 
Their liness is vital to the comfort ofa 
walk on the south side. 
WHAT A REPORTER SAW. 

Are they kept clean? Mr. Cregi 
they are, and pulls down his window against 
the west wind which sails in with a deck- 
load of perfume from the alley across the 
street. Mr. C. G. Dixon says they are, and 
encounters a torchligut procession of odors 
every time he goes over to Fifth avenue to 
have himself interviewed. 
- A Tripune reporter who returned from an 
inspection tour with uw dull headache and a 
sickening fancy that he had been dead a 
long, long time and had just awakeled in a 
summer graveyard, says they are not, and he 
has a right to his opinion. : : 

The first alley he met on his trip is the on 


that rans back af Hooley’s theater and tne 


Sherman house. The intersecting La Salle 
street looks like an alley in that neighbor- 
hood, but it isn’t. It is unpaved, offensively 
muddy, and strewn with rocks and tincans, 
but the lam t says it’s a street, 
and a lamppost is‘ about the only thing 
one can rely on in these days. But running 
off La Salle street is an alley proper, by name 
and by smell. One could blindfoid himself 
and know it was an alley. It is well paved 
and much used, and there is no garbage in it 


for the first 100«feet~oniy old bricks and 


mortar and hoopskifté. There is 

oder of garbage, though, heavy and sick- 
ening. This was traced to the Sher- 
man house yesterday, and it arose from 
a pyramid of rottenness a few teet from the 
back door of that fun. The pvramid was 
eom posed of kitchen waste, old fruit, decom- 
posed scraps of meat, drippings, and bad 
ges. A combination more potent for evil 
smells could not be imagined. Much of the 
refuse was new, but there was an under- 
laver of black, ancient stuff, retaining its 
power for mischief and polluting every 
breath with a stench. 

Acrass the alley back of a Lake street 
front building was another pile of garbage 
of some mysterious. composition, and the 
two made an é¢ffective duet. Neither pile 
was in a box. Both were stacked up on the 
pavement, ieaving a stench on the breezes 
that blew over them. 

* THE WORST OF ALL. 

The alley south of South Water street 
formed a companion picture. One biock of 
it was enough—between Fifth avenue and 
Franklin street. Yesterday it was strewn 
with vegetables and over against one of the 


South Water street buildings was u tower of © 


putrid, fatty matter, grease, oil, and old but- 
ter. The horror of one whiff of that disgust- 
ing mess jingers like a bad tenant. 

A few feet away was another horror. It 
was a dead cat—dead as a doornail or an 
election promise. It had been dead fora 
long time, and it had been tnere in the mid- 
dle of that alley ever since its death if the 
coating of dust and the ragged furrows made 
by passing wheels testified honestly. And 
vy its unlovely remains there was ex- 
haled an odor in which all the dia- 
bolism of the dead cat’s nine lives 
was concentrated. There was no escaping 
that cat. Its offense assailed the passerby 
and made the air reek with an odor more 
fearful than any except one. 

That one was supplied by Calhoun place. 
Caihoun place is otherwise and more proper- 
ly known as Gambler's alley.“ It has its 
moral stench and its physical stench, 
and both come from the one cause—an 
incompetent city government. The horrors 
of Caihoun place are not exactly the result 
of garbage that one can see, although there 
is plenty of that in the corners, untouched by 
the garbage inspector. Hereis the trouble 
with Calhoun place: The pavement of the 
best known south side alley has been broken 
and neyer mended, and the dust, mud, and 
refuse of the most revolting description fills 
the hollows, throwing off a stench that is un- 
bearable. 

Tne hundreds of persons daily passing 
through the alley knock these ingredients 
together, and they are rolled iato a filth that 
is vileness itself. No phrase or adjective 
does justice to it. It is beyond all 
comparison the filthiest, nastiest, deadli- 
est mess that ever offended the air. 
That human beings cun breathe the 
horrible effluvia and live seems beyond be- 
lief. The paie, wretched newsboys who 
have to wade through this filtn to buy the 
Mayor's penny organ are living proots that 
an hour or two of ita day is enough to drive 
color from the cheeks. 

| WHERE IT IS WORST. 

The alley is at ita nastiest near Fifth av- 
enue. The oldest inhabitant has never seen 
an honest attempt to clean Calhoun place be- 
tween Fifth avenue and La Salle street, and 
the foulness of years of neglect 1s there in 
putrefying swamps. 

Yesterday half a dozen burrels of horrible 
dope were helping to swell the chorus of 
stench, and it was as much as one’s dinner 
was worth to get within hailing distance. 
And all this could be done away with by halt 
a dozen strong men with shovels and brooms. 

Like Calhoun, place but in less degree, is 
the alley that runs north from that 
other alley that begins at State street 
just across from the Palmer house. 
It was cleaner than usual yesterday, but it 
was strewn with rotten meions and other 
such tokens, and misery and suffering were 
in its odors. Down further and east of Mc- 
Vicker’s theater a restaurant had contributed 
a layer of kitchen leavings, of which old and 
astonishingly decayed fish were a weighty 
part. |

VIOLENT TORNADO AT PABLO BEACH, FLA. 


The Wind Causes Great Damage to a Hotel 
— Boy Instantly Killed, 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 23.—Rain began 
to fail here before dawn and bas continued 
without cessation all day. This evening a 
cloud burst over the city. The rainfall, from 
dawn to 5:30 p. m., was 4 inches. 

A tornado of great violence passed over 
Pabio Beach, sixteen miles from here on the 
Atlantic coast at 6 o’clock tonight. It arose 
in the southwest, and without any waraing, 
except blackening of the sky, it struck 
Murray hall, an immense beach hotel, 


‘twisted the tin roof from the main structure 


and towers, burst in the windows and doors 
on the west side and left it iu a generally shat- 
tered condition. The bowling alley, serv- 
ants quarters, and carpenter shop west of 
the hotel are completely demolished, as is 
also the greater, portion of the beach pa- 
Villon. 

Prince O’Neil, a boy 13 years old, was 
Standing by a horse and buggy near the 
dancing pavilion. The horse, vehicle, and 
boy were lifted into the air and biown nearly 
200 feet to the beach, where they were found 
ten minutes later, ali in a heap. The 
boy was kilied outright, the body being ter- 
ribly bruised and mangled. A freight car on a 
side track was lifted in the air, turned over 
twice, and landed on the north side of the 
main track, sixty feet distant. A passenger 
train due at 6 o’clock was half an hour late 
owing to obstructions on the track. Had it 
arrived on time a hundred cottagers return- 
ing from the city would doubtiess have been 
Killed or seriously in on 

The force cf the wind was such that pieces 
of timber were driven through the two inch 
plank flooring of the railroad station and 
were with great difficulty extricated for the 
passage of the train. The cottages escaped 
with little or no damage, and no serious in- 
jury to persons is reported beyond the death 
of the O' Neil boy. The damage to Murray 
hall and surroundings is roughly estimated 
at $10,000. It closed the season last Wednes- 
day. 

Telegraph wires are down and all commu- 
nication is cut off. Tgn minutes before the 
tornado swept over the place the operator in 
the office at Murray hall was warned by 
wire from Jacksonville of a cloudbnrst 
in this city, and at that moment 
an electric charge on the wire burned 
a gash in the .operator’s hand. 
Great excitement prevails even now 
among the cottagers, but the weather is now 
calm. The tornado covered an area of not 


over seventy-five feet in its revolutions.

A DOG THAT HAD ALMOST NINE LIVES, 


Killed with Great Siffleatty After It Had 
Fataily Bitten a Kacine Foy. 

Racing, Wis., Sept. 23.—[Special. }—About 
5:30 o’clock this afternoon a ferociots bull- 
dog owned by a German named Kull at- 
tacked a ¥-vear-old boy named Joseph Hurt- 
zen, iacerating and tearing his throat so ter- 
ribly that he will probably die. The boy 
had been piaying with the brute when it 
turned upon him. A little girt who witnessed 
the attack called for heip. B. F. Billings 
and George Thomas heard the cries, 
but when they arrived at the 
scene the dog had the boy 
down with its fangs buried in his throat. 
They beat the brute off with bricks and 
stones, when it attacked Billings ana seized 
him by the right arm and could not 
be shaken off. Billings finally choked 
the dog so that it let go. In the 
meantime Thomas had secured a hatcnet and 
endeavored to cut the dog’s head open but 


“failed, and the animal attacked and bit him. 


Billings picked up the hatchet ana tried to 
cut the dog to pieces...The dog broke away, 
however, and again attacked the boy, who had 
staggered out upon the walk. He knocked 
the laa down, tore his ear, neck, left side, 
and thigh in a horrible manner. Bill- 
ings again attacked dog with 
the hatchet and a desperate fight en- 
sued, Finally he literally cut the brute 
to pieces. Still the brute had strenth enough 
to crawl away and attack another dog in the 
road. Later it was killed by the police. 

The boy, who lay upon tbe sidewalk un- 
conscious, was carried home and 
a physician called. Twenty-eight 
ugly wounds from a quarter 
to three-quarters of an inca deep were found 
in his throat, neck, and body, while the right 
ear was almost torn from the head. Tue 
wounds will prove fatal. Billings and 
Thomas were also badly bitten. Many peo- 
ple are inclined to think the dog was mad, 
but the doctor says not. 


‘TWAS A FATAL BOLT OF LIMHTNING. 


A Little Girl in Winona, Minh., Instantly 
Killed and Rer Mother Fatally Injared. 
Winona, Minn., Sept. 23.—Lightning

The lightning struck the mother’s 
shoulder and ran down the leg and across 
the body of a girl 13 years old. A boy of 10 
was unhurt. He was putting out the fire 
when the father revived. The mother is not 
expected to live. 


SUIT OF A MASSACHUSETTS MINISTER. 


The Rev. Mr. Goodwin of North Hanover 
Sues His Chief Deacon. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 23. [Special. — The 
puritan village of North Hanover is greatiy 
excited because the Rev. T. H. Goodwin, 
pastor of the Baptist church, has brougnt 
suit for $10,000 against his chief deacon on 
the charge of conspiracy. The deacon is 
Postmaster Jonn Brooks. The trouble arose 
over a scandal which involved tne name of 
the minister. Tne church dismissed him 
and refused to give him thé proper creden- 
tials. He now claims himself to de the vic- 
tim of a plot and attempt to ruin his reputa- 
tion, and proposes to make things hot for the 
church. !

‘ROBBED OF THEIR DEVIL. 


TGE REV. MR, BARBOUR ASTONISHES 
His BROTHER BAPTISTS. 
— — 
He Denies the Existence of @ Personal 

Archfiend and Thereby ‘Stirs Up a 

Spirited Discussion, in Which the Other 
Ministers Object to the Loss of His 
Satanic Majesty—What Mr. Barbour 
Has to Say of His Position. 

In his paper before the Baptist ministers 
at their meeting yesterday the Rev. H. H. 
Barbour, pastor of the Belden Avenue Bap- 
tist church, stirred up considerable discus- 
sion, The paper was entitled The Devil,” 
and treated of passages of scripture in which 
such a personage is mentioned. These pas- 
sages, the paper contended, should be treat- 
ed as figurative w they referred toa 
personal devil. Speaking of the scriptural 
accountof the temptation of Christ in the 
wilderness, Mr. Barbour said: 

Jesus was not actually led down into the 
wilderness, for he was aiready there. He 
did not maintain an absolute fast, for, if so, 
he must have been miraculously sustained, in 

Which case he would have been free from 
hunger and from the suffermmg which made 
the temptation to turn stone into bread. The 
wilderness was not a barren waste, but mere- 
ly @ wooded and mountaimous part of Judea, 
with vineyards, olive groves, and many fruit 
trees in it. * | 

Christ was not literally taken to the holy 
city and set upon the pinnacle of the temple. 
Had the devii taken him through the air he 
would have wrought a miracle, and only God 
can do that. Had the devil attempted to 
walk with Christ to the temple, a journey of 
twenty or thirty miles, during which the 
fast could readily have been ended, and then 
to the pinnacle, he would have been frus- 
trated, for by law no foreigners could pass 
the first inclosure or court of the temple un- 
der penalty of death. The Jewish people 
could not pass the second, and the priests 
alone could enter.“ 

The comment following the paver was gen- 
erally antagonistic to the ideas expressed in 
it.

A TALK WITH MR. BARBOUR. 

The Rev. Mr. Barbour at his home last 
night was marveling that his brotner minis- 
ters should object so strongly to an attempt 
to take from them their devil.

tio1 in the Garden of Eden, which is the main 
point usually referred to in the Old Testa- 
ment, there is not a reference to a devil 
there. Careful study of the books follow- 
ing justify the assertion that the Jews never 
knew anything about a personal devil till 
after the conquest of Canaan. 
ally there seems to have arisen in the minds 
of the Jews this belief in the archfiend. 
Their behef apparently grew stronger as 
time went on. It came, undoubtedly, from 
the association of the Jews with the Per- 
sians. 

SIMPLY A FIGURE OF SPEECH. 

I made the point that Christ in his appar- 
ent reference to the existence of a personal 
devil was simply conforming his language to 
the prevalent formof expressing evil and its 
source. The main passage in the New Testa- 
ment is that referring to the temptation of 
Christ. I believe that that was just as real 
a temptation as it was possible for a human 
being to have, but I do not believe it was a 
temptation coming to him from a personal 
malignant being, but that, as the paper ex- 
pressed it, it was a temptation from within. 
Christ was Suffering from dack of nourish- 
ing food, and hunger tempted him to make 
bread of the stones, as hunger might tempt 
me if | were a starving tramp to steal food. 

Ambition tempted him to proclaim him- 
self king and endeavor to bring all the king- 
doms of the earth into subjection to him, 
just as ambition tempts us to seek power un- 
lawfully.

I am anxious to have 
some one tell me just what orthodoxy is. 
It seems as though it a man turns aside from 
any of the creeds and doctrines that the 
past has formulated and the church held for 
generations he is to be regarded as a heretic,

Have you ever preached your views on 
this subject to a congregauion ?”’

I am informe 
in a Manner that seems to be entirely credible 
that the same results may be obtained upon 
railway locomotives, tugboats, and steamboats, 
although the difficulties to be ovércome and the 
expense to be incurred would be somewhat 
greater than in the case uf stationary engines. 

One th is certain, and that is that there are 
Other large manufacturing cities in this country 
where there is no such smoke nuisance as in this 
city. What has.been done there can be done 
here. With the lake upon the east and an al- 
most boundless plain in every direction, with no 
lurge forests or elevations of land, there is no 
good and sufficient reason why this city should 
not be as free from the smoke nuisance as any 
city in the world where natural gas in a sufficient 
quantity is not supphed. The pecuniary dam- 
age to the many from this nuisance is vastly 
greater than the savings or extra profits to the 
few. And more than that, many thousands of 
persons who have not the means to remove be- 
— the infected area are compelled with their 
amilies to breatne the noxious and polluted air 
from month to month and year to year. 

It ig for zee to ascertain from the testimony 
introduced before you who are responsible. The 
law you will receive from the court and the as- 
sistant state's attorneys will attend to putting 
— result at your labors into the proper legal 
orm, 

The supreme court of this state has held sub- 
stantially that “smoke, noise, and bad odors, 
even when not injurious to health, such as 
cause annoyances that materially interfere 
with the comfort, physically, of human exist- 
ence,” are nufsances. 

Among the things defined by the statutes of 
this state as a public nuisance’’ is this, * to 
erect, continue, or use a building or other place 


manufacture, which by occasioning noxious ex- 
halations, offensive sme@lis, or otherwise, is 
offensive or dangerous to the health 
of individuals or of the public.“

offered before you that any person or persons in

THE OCEANICA AED R. 1 FRYER COLLIDE.

A Better Outlook for Coal Carrying. 
Within the last fortnight the outlook for a fair 
movement of coal by lake from Buffalo to Chi- 
cago has become much brighter. Consumers 
were unusually backward during the summer 
months about buying their winter supply of coal, 
and stocks piled up on the docks, although the 
receipts were cut dowa. Ot late this has been 
changed and a good business is being done. The 
——— are beginning to be free aguin for fresh 
rn iy ay It will not be long before this infiu- 
ence is felt at Buffalo in an increasing demand 
for vesselroom and an advance to 60 cents a ton, 
10 cents above the present rate, will follow. 
Whether or not they will go higher, until near 
the close of the season, will depend largely on 
the movement of grain for return ic 
Chicago dealers carried over 808,887 tons of 
anthracite coal. Since May 1 they have received 
by lake 674,824 tons, against 690,254 tons for the 


same period last year, @ decrease of 15,480 tons. 


For the same period in 1888 they received by rail 
386,746 tons, inst 177,891 tons this season, a de- 
crease of 208, tons or a total decrease of 224 285 
tons. Counting the stock carried over as re- 
ceipts Chicago is now 55,639 tons ahead of last sea- 
son's figures. Dealers figure on an average an- 
nual increase in the consumption of Bard coal of 
15 per cent. This makes them considerably short 
at this stage of the season, but this shortage is 
quite likely to be continued till the close of 
navigation, as there is a general disposition not 
to risk carry over stocks again next winter. 

„The glut of coal on the docks here, which has 
caused vessels so much delay and prévented 
dealers from 2 the coal they otherwise 
would,” said Mr. H. Weaver of Weaver, Tod 
& Co. yesterday, I believe to be about over. 
The local demand has set in satisfactorily and 
the coal is going into the hands of the consum- 
ers. I think the movement of coal will be ma- 
terially accelerated from now to the end of the 
season of navigation.”

THEY OBSERVED EMAN CIPATION DAY. 


Eight Thousand Colored People Partici- 
pate in the Springfield Celebration. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 23.—/[Special.]— 
The twenty-sixth anniversary of the issu- 
ance of President Lincoln’s emancipation 
proclamation was duly ceiebrated here today, 
about 8,000 colored people participating. Dur- 
ing the morning there was a parade, the feat- 
ures being fioats representing plantation 
scenes and the progress of the race. 

In the afternoon John R. Lynch, fourth 
auditor of the treasury, delivered the orauon 
of the day. He paid an eloquent tribute to 
Abraham Lincoln, who, he said, was not only 
the emancipator of the siaves but aiso the 
savior ot the American union. It was not 
negro domination but Democratic defeut that 
the southern Democrats were afraid of. The 


Democratic party stands today as the repre- 


sentative of whatever sentiment exists in 
this country of intolerance and unfriendli- 
ness toward the colored people. 

He was followed by Gov. Fifer, Senator 
Cullom, Gen. Palmer, and others, who re- 
viewed the progress of the race. A banquet 
was held at Turner hall this evening, at 
which S. J. Hinton of Indiana spoke, and an 
organization known as the Ex-Slaves’ union 
was formed during the eveniug.

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Sept. 23.—The negroes of 
this city and vicinity celebrated the twenty-

Cook county was successful in Judge Baker's 
court in repelling an attempted raid on the part 
of ex-county commissioners for the % a day al- 
lowance voted themselves and mileage. Ex- 
County Commissioner Christian Casselman sued 
for $483, being %5 for his services and 5 cents each 
way for mileage. He had a county warrant that 
had never been paid. County Attorney Bliss 
showed that there were several reasons why the 
claim should not be allowed. It was drawn 
against the treasury when there wasno money 
there, and the claim included a charge for mile- 
age for a period when, according to the board's 
own resolution fixing the compensation of its 
members, no mileage was provided to be paid.

The county put in a counter claim of $194 for 
mileage which Mr. Casselman is said to have il- 
legally collected.

BUTLER MAY BE TAKEN BACK, 


Said That a Monastery in Europe Has Been 
Selected for the Ex-Tlriest. 

New York, Sept. 23.—[Special ]—It is said 
that a monastery in Europe has been selected 
as the asylum of Thomas E. Butler, the 
former priestof the Catholic church, who 
yesterday expressed his penitence for broken 
vows in a letter to Bishop Wigger of Newark.

IVES’ CASE TO GO TO THE JURY TODAY, 


Porter Wilson Gives Some Important Tes tl. 
mony—Dextet Scored. 

New York, Sept. 23.—The first witness iu 
the Ives trial this morning was James H. 
Wilson, the porter ot the Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton & Dayton railroad private car. He had 
been in the employ of the road as porter of 
the officers’ private car for seven years. 
He remembered leaving Cincinnati June 
19 with the offiders of the company. They 
were Ives, Stayner, and Woodruff, anc 
were accompanied by Mrs. and Miss 
Stayner. Mrs. and Miss Stayner occupied 
the stateroom. Woodruff told the porter that 
he would consign some books to him (the 
witness) for special keeping, to be delivered 
to Mr. Ives at his office in Nassau street. 
Witness took the books. When che party 
reached New York Mr., Mrs., and Miss 
Stayner went away in a carriage and Ives 
and Woodruff took a cab. The witness went 
back to Jersey City and brought over the 
books. He took them to the office at No. 25 
Nassau street and waited there until Ives 
and Woodruff reached there, and handed 
over the books to them. 

Lawyer Brooke, in his address to the jury, 
tried to convict Julius Dexter of an attempt 
to hold back the witness Wilson. . 

Ives picked up this scorpion Dexter,” he 
fairly yelied,- out of the snow and warmed 
him to his bosom. He gave this friendiess 
creature Dexter an interest in the road in 
order that he might qualify for a director and 
purchased shares of stock for him.”

AN AUSTRIAN EMBEZZLER ARRESTED. 


Simon Baruch, Who Ran Away with $50,- 
000, Captured at Hoboken. 

New York, Sept. 28.— [Special. — The Aus- 

trian consul general, M. Pallitcheck, received 

a cable dispatch from the government com- 


missioner at Bornien about one week ago 


asking him to capture Simon Baruch, who, it 
was stated, had run away from Austria with 
over 140,000 gilders, or about $50,000. 

The consul placed the matter in the hands 
of Deputy United States Marshal Bernhardt, 


who today arrested Baruch at Hoboken. In 


his room was found a small safe containing 
204 gilders and 23,000 francs. Baruch was 
taken to Ludlow street jail, and later on 
stated how he came to take the money. He 
said that his brother was the goy- 
eriment agent for the purchase 
of army supphes at Bornien, and he, 
the prisoner, held a power of attorney from 
his brother. The brother defrauded the 
government and was sent to prison for five 
years, where he is at present. Baruch stated 
that the diszrace of his brother made life in 
the place unbearable for him; so, using the 
power of attorney, he collected all debts, 
drew government money from the bank and 
wherever else he could, and ran o 

He visited Paris, took in the exposition, 
had a good time, and then came to this coun- 
try. He was arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Hitchcock and was held for 
examination tomorrow. In answer to acable 
dispatch from the Austrian consul general 
he stated that 140,000 gilders stolen was 
government money, and requested that Bar- 
uch be extradited.

GRAND RUINS OF A PREHISTORIC PALACE. 


Evidence of the Presence of an Enlight- 


ened People in America Centuries Ago. 


. Wassineton, D. C., Sept. 23.—Secretary 
Noble has transmitted to the director of the 
the | geological survey @ report by Special.

; sappeared. e walls are be- 
tween four and five feet thick, and the 
material of which they are constructed 
Is almost indestructible concrete, made of 
fine gravel, sand, and cement, closely resem- 
bling the granolithic now used .in Washing- 
ton. This was laid in the walis in great 
blocks. One of these measured seven feet 
three inches in length, four feet three inches 
in width, and two feet six inches in height. 
The walis both inside and out were plastered 
with cement which yet clings to them with 
wonderful tenacity, that on the inside being 
as smooth and y as the best hard finished 
interiors - of present day. .

dence of having been at some remote period 
the abode ‘of busy industries. Dr. Morrison 
says that he is convinced that the Casa 
Grande was not ysed for either religious or 
warlike purposes. The superiority of its 
urchitecture, it having outlived all the other 
structures by ‘which it was surround- 
ed, the numerous Small apartments into 
which it was: divided, and the ele- 
gance of the interior finish all point 
to the conclusion that it was tne 
— of the King or chief who governed 
the primitive Americans who inhabited 
these vast d ns ages before Aztec or 
Toltec. The most ancient of the traditions 
of the Pimas and re who yet live here 
where their fathers have lived for centuries 
allude to them as the ruins.’’

Judge Nelson of the United States Circuit. 


Sr. Papi, Minn., Sept. 23.—In the United 
States circuit court here this morning Juuge 
Nelson delivered an able and exhaustive 
opinion, holding the Minnesota meat inspec- 
taon law unconstitutional and void. He held 


that it was in plain violation of the commer- 


cial clause of the constitution, which pro- 
vided that the Congress shall have control of 
commerce between the states and with the 
Indian tribes. He also held that it was in 
violation of the clause of the constitution 
which provides that the citizens of each state 


| shall be entitled to all the privileges and im-

NO WINDOW GLASS COMBINE, 


Impossible to Secure a Consolidation of 
All Factories on a Trust Basis. 

PirrsspurG, Pa., Sept. 23.—A general com- 
ination of the window glass factories west 
of the mountains, which has been so freely 
talked of within the last few weeks, now ap- 
pears to have been given up. Along with 
that goes also a scheme to build an immense 
tank factory by capital furnished by the 
various munufacturers. After weighing and

THE NEW ENGLISH PARTY. 


National Popular Approval of Chamber- 
lain’s Scheme—What He Proposes. 
Lonpon, Sept. 21.—Chamberlain’s sugges- 
tion that the moderate, not to say vacillat- 
ing, men of all parties shall form a new na- 
tional party which wili combine within it- 
self the conservatives, who are in favor of 
reforms, the liberal-unionists, and the rad- 
icals, has reveived an unexpected amount of 
support throughout the country. The result 
of this is that practical steps are already be- 
ing taken to bring this idea to a working con- 
summation, if it be possible to do so. It 
would not be surprising if the uncertainty 
and weakness of the tory government 
should drive enough conservatives into 
the new party, even under Chamberlain’s 
leadership, to give it a great deal of power.

Their only immediate desire is 
to arrive at some sort of an agreement with 
regard to a platform upon which with some 
show of refurm they can conduct an organ- 
ized campaign among the electorate and 
influence votes for the. next gen- 
eral election. Their nouon is that 
a gradual’ fusion of the elements 
which are to form this new party will ulti- 
mately give it greater solidity than if an im- 
mediate and lent effort were made to 
manufacture & formal party ina hurry.

do not concern us iu the least. We pelieve 
we received more letters yesterday approv- 
ing our course than votes were cast con- 
demning it. Every journalist who does his 
duty must expect to be the subject of adverse 
„ resolutions once in a while. We are glad 
that our first experience of this kind . comes 
from protesting against the dragging of help- 
less negroes from their beds and lashing 
them with lawless and merciless hands. 

Let us look at this East Point outrage a 
moment. A negro boy had been lynched for 
brutal assault on a white girl. After the ex- 
citement was over, when not a hegro was to 
be seen in East Point, a number of men went 
through the woods, breaking in the doors of 
negro cabins, dragging unarmed negroes 
from their beds stripping them and 
whipping them. This was an outrage—wan- 
ton, because there was neither necessity nor 
excuse for it—iawiess, because there is no 
law for it—worse, because it was visi on 
heipless and defenseless men--a Wrong 
against Georgia, tor it stained her fair name 
—and against the people of the south, 
cause it affects the general estimate of south - 
ern character. We denounced it promptly, 
and we denounce it again and deliberately. 
The officers of the law should never rest 
until they have brought the perpetrators two 
conviction and to punishment. 3 

Perhaps there never was a time in the 
worid’s history when such an outrage „ 
bring wider or more appalling results. :

But were this proposition re- 
versed, we should not hesitate or waver in 
the course we have marked out as the wise, 
and right, and just course.
